The Kaizuka photos that were reported 
in the Maroh-Aprll 1959 Issue of Japan 
UFO Intelligence magazine, were expo¬ 
sed by Mr. Takanashl, chairman of the 
Modern Space Plight Association. The 
Kaizuka photos had harbored come sus¬ 
picions but the proof of trickery was 
short of evidence. A treatise by an 
astronomer, Dr. Fujlnami of Kyoto Uni¬ 
versity, reported in the “Kagaku Asahi' 
#7, 1959 that the photos were faked. 


Since the photos were attacked, Mr. Ta 
kanashi and newsmen of “The Qsaka 1 ’ 
investigated. Two black lines that 
appear above the UPO on the negatives 
only, oast doubt on their genuineness. 
Also, there were other doubts about 
the film and Mr. Takanashl cross-ques¬ 
tioned Yoshlhiro Baba, a middle-school 
boy who photographed the UFO. On Aug¬ 
ust 8th r Yoshlhiro visited MSFA and 
confessed that the photos were false. 
Moreover, it was a wheel of a toy oar 
for the 1st photo and a button for the 
2nd photo. The boy bore no malice and 
said it was a comedy of his Innocent 
sudden Impulse. 

The story about how these photos revo¬ 
lutionized UFO recognition in Japan 
was covered fully in the it 2 issue of 
JAPAN UFO INTELLIGENCE, edited by 
Mr. Jun€''Iohi Takanashl, 8-9-2 Salcura- 
zuka - f-igashl, Toyonaka City, Osaka, 
Japan.

UFO SEEN FROM TWO SAS AIRCRAFT 

Copenhagen: In the last week of April 
two SAS draws simultaneously made an 
observation in the air space over Den¬ 
mark. The Paris maohlne reported to 
the airport In Kaatrup, that "there is 
a mysterious vessel with two strongly 
burning white lights near the plane." 
The vessel oould not be seen on radar. 
While the SAS machine WAS seen on the 
screen and was located at 3—4 kilo¬ 
meters altitude over Praest. 

From the Frankfurt plane, whioh was in 
the vicinity of Aer at.the same time, 
a communication was sent to the Paris 
plane, stating (Gon't on Page 3, Col.2) 
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In Kay, it a gathering in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. D. Lee of Hamilton, OnW, 
your edi tor and other saucerers had *the 
pleasure of meeting their guest, Mr. 
Wilbur B, Smith.' One of the many sub¬ 
jects discussed was the binding force 
of matter. Here is the story, as pub¬ 
lished in Dan Fry’s magazine. Under¬ 
standing. 

THS BINDING F03CS OF MATTER 

I am offering the following for what¬ 
ever help it might provide. Our Imow- 
ledge of basic science is, to say the 
least, inadequate and some of our ideaB 
about the structure of matter are 
actually erroneous. 

The reality of matter as it manifests 
to our awareness consists of the de¬ 
rived fields of basic Spin, among which 
are the Density, Gradient, Divergence 
and Curl. These are only partially 
recognized at present. We are familiar 
with the effects of these fields but 
not to any extent with the fields them¬ 
selves, or with how they lnteraot to 
form matter as we know it. 

The scientific aspects of, and how I 
oame into possession of this informa¬ 
tion are not particularly relevant at 
the moment. The important matter is 
the bearing which this information has 
on the structural failure of aircraft 
and other objects. 

The inverse square law for the forces 
between notarial particles is approxi¬ 
mately valid only for the immediate 
range of distances within our experi¬ 
ence. It doe3 not apply at extremely 
large or extremely small distances. 
Furthermore, the forces which we ob¬ 
serve aro resultants and not basic 
forces. The basic forces are the con¬ 
sequence of the distribution of the 
fields comprising the reality of matteri 
This distribution is sinusoidal end the 
resultant forces are the consequenoe 
of the harmonic combination of all 
the fields present. 

Matter is held together by the equili¬ 
brium of all the forces acting within 
it, and the alteration of any of the 
fields reflects in the binding forces 
within the matter. 

Not all fields within matter are due to 
this particular chunk of matter, or 
even to matter itself, as the field 
structure within which matter is im¬ 
mersed may he altered by many outside 
. influences. 

This means that the binding forces 
within nrtter are not the fixed and 


immutable quantities we have believed 
them to he. 

On this earth, and reasonably close to 
its surface, tbS field structure Is pro 
dominantly constant, except for certain 
regions, and matter displays reasonably 
stable characteristics throughout the 
world. However, there do exist certain 
regions which may be termed Vortices, ii 
which one or more of the fields are dif¬ 
ferent from the values generally prevail 
ing elsewhere. Within these regions 
there may be substantial changes in the 
binding forces of matter, depending upoi 
the nature and magnitude of the field 
differences. 

Based upon this understanding of the 
nature of matter I devised and construc¬ 
ted a number of instruments to detect 
changes in the binding forces of matter a 
These instruments were given to friends 
in various parts of the world, who have 
reported ohangos in binding forces in 
some regions. Some of these regions 
have boon associated with recent unex¬ 
plained aircraft crashes or other struc¬ 
tural failures. 

The instruments consist of a nylon fiber 
stressed to one half its breaking 
strength by a metal spring stressed well 
below its ultimate strength. Alteration 
of the binding forces affects the nylon 
and metal differently and one or the 
other elongates. This relative motion 
is transferred to a ooindle and pointer, 
Y/hlle I can give no indication of the ah 
solute magnitude of the ohangos In bind¬ 
ing forces in these various regions, I 
do know that they exist and are quite 
appreciable. I arc convinced that at ^ 
least some of the structural failures ar 
due to either aircraft flying through 
these regions or the regions themselves 
drifting past fixed structures, where th 
binding forces are reduced to values be¬ 
low the strenth of a highly stressed com 
ponent based on the load which it was 
expected to oarry. 

I do not know whether these regions of 
reduced binding are fixed in position or 
move about, or whether they lust indefi¬ 
nitely or eventually fade out, but I 
would recomment that: 

(a) A larger factor of safety he used, 
particularly in aircraft, until this 
phenomenon is better understood. 

(b) The regions of reduced binding be 
searched out and mapped. 

(o) The whole matter receive serious 
study.

It must- Be repeated that the idea of 
the Interplanetary origin of the so- 
called flying oauoera has many ad¬ 
herents mostly by default* Host 
sightings oan be explained either as 
mistakes or as natural phenomena ' 
(whioh is JUBt another category of 
mistake) but some remain unexplained. 
These unexplained oases must be Inter-■ 
planetary, I have been told on many 
occasions. 

When I replied that thlB is not a 
logical necessity, I was asked 
whether I denied that there might be 
other Intelligent races anywhere el3e 
In the cosmos. In one case, during 
a debate on the radio, my opponent 
said tint some scientists had proved 
statistically that there must be In¬ 
telligent races elsewhere. He then 
proceeded to quote garbled statistics: 
I knew they were garbled because they 
were my own. I had published them 
about two years before in an intro- 
duct lor. to a volume of short stories. 
This le how the reasoning went: in 
our galaxy, our Milky Way system, 
there are an estimated 20,(XX) million 
stars, or nuns. They are of various 
types but we ere going to assume 
conservatively that only every second 
of these sunn is of the type of our 
own sun, belonging to whnt astronomers 
call the Malm Sequence. There is no 
reason to assume that only such Main 
Sequence stars oan have planets, but 
we'll ibake this assumption. So we 
have, in our galaxy, 10,000 million 
stai?s with planetary families, or 
10,000 million solar systems. 

In our own solar system two planets 
are known to bear life, namely Earth 
and Mara, but we'll assume that only 
one pls.net out of every hundred bears 
life. ThiB still means 100 million 
life-bearing planets in our galaxy. 

Now we'll say that only one out of 
a hundred of those that bear life 
have the conditions which produce 
intelligent life. This makes a round 
even million planets with Intelligent 
life, assuming further that only one 
per hundred of the planets t-rlth in¬ 
telligent life has progressed farther 
than we have and has accomplished 
space travel we still end up with 
100,000 space faring races. 

The possibility exists of a visit 


from space, but flying saucers fall to 
fit the bill. No matter what lias been 
3ald they do not bete.ve Intelligently. 
If they wished oontaot established, 
they could conceivably behave in seve¬ 
ral different ways, but certainly not 
the way they do. If they should wish 
to check on ub secretly they are cer¬ 
tainly exceedingly careless. Besides, 
If they were space-ships they could 
never behave the way their defenders 
say they do. 

All right, others might have a propul¬ 
sion system beyond our present-day ken. 
That propulsion system might even be 
absolutely noiseless. But If you push 
a material body through our atmosphere 
at more than the speed of sound you 
produce a shook wave no matter what 
the system. However, rao shook wave 
noise has ever been imported. Nor* ie 
such a shook wave something you might 
miss hearing, whether you are calm or 
excited, awake or asleep. 

The generally-admitted and usually 
emphasized fact that the "saucers* 
are noiseless implies one of two things. 
Sither they move muoh more slowly tlian 
sound, as would be the case of research 
balloons drifting at high altitudes, or 
else they are not material at all, 

(for example^ a reflection on an in¬ 
version layer which might race across 
the sky at any rate of speed without 
making shook waves.) 

The probability is that those "saucers" 
which are not mistakes are a natural 
phenomenon which has net been observed 
very often in the past. I used the 
words ' not very of ter." advisedly be¬ 
cause Aenneth Arnold, in 1947, war 
not the first to report something 
unusual in the sky. A few people havo 
taken the trouble of reading their 
way through astronomical Journals going 
backwards from 1547. They found a 
number of reports which, if they ware 
printed nowadays, would be called 
flying saucer reports. At. least cne 
of these reports la Kora than a oentur*y 
old. This fact in Itself speaks for 
natural phenomena. 

But what could it be? One might sim¬ 
ply say that v/e did not take the 
trouble of learning ruota. about our 
atmosphere until we started flying, 
so that some new phenomena will still 
await discovery. Thin la no doubt 
true, but I suspect one which would 
clear away a number of the "unknowns."

'.'here Is an electrical phenomenon J- 
nailed ball lightning. It Is quite 
i*are but aoerns to be a little less 
rare on the northern 3 lopos of the 
Alps where It Is usually observed 
sifter (not during) a thunderstorm* 

In appearance ball lightning is a 
brightly luminous bluish-white sphere 
nix to eight Inohes In diameter* It 
looks sharply defined to the eye but 
photographs fuzzily* possibly because 
it emits a great deal of ultra-violet 
light which Is not. seen by the eye 
but registers on film* Being what it 
Is* it should produce a radar image* 
Ball lightning usually hovers around 
for a few minutes, travelling along 
an electric conductor, like a wire 
fenoe, if there is one. Then it finds 
a sudden end* Sometimes it blows up 
like an explosive charge, causing 
minor damage* Sometimes the sphere 
seems to collapse In itself, which 
produces the optical effect of with¬ 
drawing at a fantastic rate of speed. 

I don’t know of a single case that 
aid not take place In the mountains, 
the only western hemisphere report I 
! mow came from Denver, hence one 
night suspect that sea level air is 
too dense to permit its formation* 
Could the ’’unknowns” which were 
shcrply seen several thousand feet 
up by pilots, and which registered 
on radar but photographed fuzzily, 
have been Just cases of ball light¬ 
ning? Personally, I think so. As 
for visiting spaceships, I take the 
same position as that Air Force 
officer mentioned in an earlier 
article* I will be convinced, if I 
am shown "wreckage s machinery or 
■bodies*" (Montreal. Star—Jan .4,1958)

The interesting and profound study of the phenomenon known as the "flying ssu- 
cer" in relation to a Biblical interpretation, becomes a long and complex af¬ 
fair if one is to ferret out all the technical facets connected with the mys¬ 
tery. However, the casual reader of the Scriptures, provided with a good Con¬ 
cordance, time to study and a willingness to let the Bible speak its piece, can 
satisfy himself once and for all in his quest for the answer to the "s hear yys- 
tery".

The popular theories in sauoordom concerning the saucer entitles, lies within 
the conflnos of two or perhaps three reasonable avenues of debate. One theory 
postulates the s’ ut59r and its occupants originating anywhere but on this planet, 
distance and time for travel between their origin and ours negligible by virtue 
of their advanced stage of development in the field of science. These beings 
are of somewhat similar physical structure, differing when and where the evolu¬ 
tionary processes demanded it for survival. They, like us, were brought into 
existence by chance interaction of Just the right molecules giving rise to the 
first spark of life, with the power to reproduce itself and branch, out into 
many and varied forms. In keeping with the other crystaline scientific dogmas, 
they too are born, live a 3pan of time and die and any evidence of their ever 
having "been" 3oon passes with the ordinary processes of decay. -» second the¬ 
ory follows the first closely in many points, differing to the extent that it 
w 9 a Divine creation in the beginning, not an organic evolutionary process >nd 
that these entities have been journeying here to earth for centuries guiding 
and directing certain "chosen ones" 30 that perhaps man In his development 
wouldn't wonder into tangents, contrary to the "laws of the cosmos". This the¬ 
ory embrace* a fervent effort on the pert of the space people to reorganize us 
morally, the better to fit into the plan of a "New Age" which is forthcoming., 

There are of course, other ooneepts of the saucer and its origin, some strange 
as it may seem, oome dangerously close to the truth, yet Incomplete and clouded 
with fantasy. History, both secular and religious, introduces the phenomenon 
in its early chapters and it seems unnecessary to assume that the saucer did 
not exist prior to the opening records. Therefore, let us assume Just that and 
place its existence at least as long as the angels tave existed, which puts our 
thinking prior to the time of Adam. 

The first mention of a literal ascension from earth to the Heavenlies, i3 founds 
in 2nd Kings, a reference to Elijah's translation via a "fiery chariot". 

Ezekiel, Zechariah, D' nlel, the Psalms, Jeremiah, Joel, Habakkuk, ik mo3, Isaiah, 
all mention either this same fiery chariot or "wheel, oloud3, whirlwind, epha, 
or flying roll" is such a manner as to indicate a particular device, instituted 
by God, through angels, to pursue a cause or carry out a mission, ^hls device, 
in my estimation is as it appears... a conveyance for that creation termed 
angel. One might suppose tha t-these same angels transpose themselves through¬ 
out the infinitudes of space by sheer will, something akin to astral projection. 
This could be possible in oome c^ses. but not all, or why the mention of a spe¬ 
cific device like the "fiery chariot"? 

From the first vision of the Kingdom of Heaven in the Scripture, we are immedi¬ 
ately given a clear and concise description of what was seen and in detail. 

The author clearly points out what he sees, whether it be a city with walls, 
streets and many of the 9ame counterparts of our existence, save the grandiose 
9 cale and incomprehensible beauty of its composition. But keep in mind that 
Heaven has Its ovm tangibility which vrere experiencodby the sons9 of sight and 
feel, all retained by the carnal mind after the vision. In John the -inostle's 
‘literal translation to Heaven as opposed to say, Isaiah’s vision, he walked 
about the Holy Cit 3 ', even measuring It, which certainly gives an Indication of 
substanoe. Hare John, in all probability left his physical body on the l3le of 
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Patinos and mad© his journoy "in the oplrlt" as he states (Corinthians 12:1-4) 
yot dwelling "in the spirit" he experienced sensations in direct accord vilth 
the physical. . 

The saucer then becomes a simple device of another und higher realm, which after 
its creac-ion serves its creator in the same way Detroit’s creation selves us. 
This might to some, detract from the glory of God and the Heavenlles, but in 
my own mind the recognition of another tangible side of life vflth cities of 
nrgnlficont and uncomprehensible beauty, landscaped beyond description, even 
conveyances for the transportation throughout God's star laden Heaven, most 
certainly does not detract, bat augments and embellishes, the glory and magni¬ 
tude of nhe Kingdom of Heaven. 

The manifestation of the saucer in any period of history, is Just such a device 
by design and creation, not evolution, then you can sift the wheat from the 
tares and arrive at a conclusion as to whether these devices are under the ad¬ 
ministration of God and His angels of Heaven or the more obvious evil forces 
chained to our vicinity and bent on one thing and one thing alone...tho inter¬ 
vention in mortal affairs, for the fulfilling of those things "whioh must come 
to pass".

Optioal illusions occur when the eyes 
do not act as a perfect camera.

The fluid behind the 
lens contains moving microscopic air 
bubbles that may project themselves as 
black, disklike figures. These spots 
are easily provoked by staring at a 
white surface. They may appear during 
fatigue, prior to a migraine headache, 
from over-indulgence in tobacco or al- 
co‘"'hol, or as a result of a brain tumor 
Stare into a light and whirling polka 
dots may persist for a short time.
